_ WILMINGTON - Sometimes 
the wheels of justice move 
slowly, but steadily toward 
resolution. Last month 
Wilmington Police and Fire 
Departments won a victory 
when a local homeowner was 
convicted of arson, five and a 
half years after the fire. 

A911 call on October 12, 2004 
brought fire and police per- 
sonnel to a Hopkins Street 
home when the stepson of the 
owner tried to enter the prop- 
erty, but was barred when the 
locks were changed. Noticing 
blackened windows covered 
by soot, he called 911. 

The evidence authorities 
found in the basement led 
them to believe the fire was 
deliberately set. 

Police and Fire began an 
investigation of the matter 
after viewing the scene. No 
one was at home at the time 
of the fire and when authori- 
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ties contacted the mother, 
estranged from her husband, 
she was a visiting friend in 
Florida. She gave officials 
her husband's mobile phone 
number and he was contacted 
at a friend’s home in 
Connecticut. Curiously, it 
took him six hours to get back 
to Wilmington after police 
reached him. 

Upon questioning him, 
authorities learned that he 
had recently changed the 
locks to the home and was the 
only one with a key. There 
was no indication of forced 
entry into the home before 
the fire. 

In the basement of the home 
there were three different fire 
locations, all involving sterno 
cans. According to authori- 
ties, Uberti owned a catering 
business. In a basement cor- 
ner a sterno can was set 
aflame amongst paper dining 
products and table linens. A

second location in front of the 
water heater had another 
sterno can set next to empty 
cardboard boxes. A third loca- 
tion, at the bottom of the cel- 
lar stairs, had a sterno can lit 
with a case of Duraflame 
logs. 

Fire Lieutenant _ Rick 
McClellan, who worked the 
case, told the Crier that the 
fire burned so hot around the 
water heater that it melted 
the solder in the water pipe, 
causing it to separate and 
effectively act as a sprinkler 
system, effectively extin- 
guishing most of the fire. 

A sump-pump in the base- 
ment pumped out the water, 
keeping up with the flow, and 
preserving the scene. Fire 
and insurance officials calcu- 
lated an estimated 9,000 gal- 
lons poured into that base- 
ment after the pipe broke.

Susanna “Aunt Suzy” Hale

Wilmington has five old one- 
room schoolhouses. At the 
corner of Federal and Woburn 
streets is the East School. 
Some memories of that school 
are to be found in a memoir 
written by Susanna “Aunt 
Suzy” Hale in 1951. 

During World War II, Aunt 
Suzy Hale returned to 
Wilmington, where she had 
been born 83 years earlier. 
She was born in 1860 in the 
McKittrick house on Eames 
Street. 

She was the daughter of 
Jimmy Hale and Mary Ann 
Eames and was descended 
from the first settler in North 
Wilmington, Richard 
Harnden. Her grandmother 
was a member of the Buck 


on the construction of the 
Boston and Maine railroad 
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from Boston to North 
Wilmington as a mason and a 
blaster. He enlisted in the 
Union Army and fought in the 
Civil War, only to return home 
as a deserter after several 
horrendous battle experi- 
ences. 

Susanna Hale left 
Wilmington about 1876, and 
worked as a domestic in 
Haverhill. She later lived in 
Mattapan, and worked in the 
Walter Baker Chocolate facto- 
her 


ry. 
Upon return to 


Wilmington, she recounted 
some old stories. She wrote 
her memories of her school 
days at the old East School. 
“When I was a little girl, six 
years old, my mother took me 
down to the East School and 
introduced me to the 
teacher,” she wrote. “I went to 
this school for six years, from 
1866 to 1872. 

“There used to be a stove at 
one end of the school, with a 
long stovepipe going to the 
chimney at the other end of

School Department addresses “Cyberbullying”

WILMINGTON - In light of 
recent events across the coun- 
try, the Wilmington School 
Committee and the adminis- 
trative leadership team have 
moved into action to strength- 
en the bullying/harassment 
policy presently in place. 
Similar to other public 
schools, Wilmington has expe- 
rienced cases of bullying and 
is committed to establishing a 
strong policy that will help all 
students feel safe while hold- 
ing perpetrators accountable. 

Though bullying has always 
been an issue in school sys- 
tems, “cyberbullying” has 
brought the situation to a new 
level. Cyberbullying is the 
act of using the Internet, cell 


phones or other electronic 
devices to send or post text or 
images intended to hurt or 
embarrass another person. 
According to recent studies it 
is a problem that affects 
almost half of all American 
teens. Sadly, the country has 
seen an alarming increase in 
suicides among teens due to 
cyberbullying. 

At the beginning of the 
school year, Superintendent 
Joanne Benton received infor- 
mation that there were cases 
of cyberbullying occurring in 
the Wilmington school sys- 
tem, including a Facebook 
page created specifically to 
degrade a student and 
teacher. Recognizing that 
the “old” bullying policy did

Accused killer escapes 


from Tewksbury Hospital 


TEWKSBURY Police 
called off the search early 
Tuesday morning for a 
teenager accused of 
manslaughter that escaped 
late Monday night from 
Tewksbury State Hospital. 
The fugitive remained at 
large as of press time. 

17-year-old Jeremy Price of 
Dorchester scaled a 15-foot 
fence at Tewksbury State 
Hospital around 9 p.m. 
Monday night, instigating a 
large-scale search that lasted 

the night. Police 
sealed back the effort early 
Tuesday morning and contin- 
ued with an investigation into 
the escape. 

Police say they have cap- 
tured .a Boston teenager 
accused of manslaughter who 
escaped from the grounds of 
a state hospital where he was

Jeremy Price on Wednesday 
after a two-day search. 

Price was found in the 
Dorchester section of Boston. 
No other details were imme- 
diately available. According to 
Tewksbury Police Chief 
Timothy Sheehan, efforts to 
recover Price included a State 
Police Helicopter, 5 k-9 Units, 
the NEMLEC RRT, Mountain 
Bike, and ATV Units, mutual

At 11:20 p.m. a Reverse-911 
call was sent to 492 residen- 
tial and business phones 
located in the area surround- 
ing the search. However, an 
undetected program error 
allowed about 170 calls to go 
out, according to Chief 
Sheehan. The error was dis- 
covered early Tuesday after- 
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out the year to educate stu- 
dents, parents and teachers 
about the issue. They have 
implemented a violence pre- 
vention curriculum , called 
“Second Step” which focuses 
on building skills in the areas 
of empathy, anger manage- 
ment and problem-solving. 
All Middle School Students 
were also required to attend 
an Internet Safety Training 
led by Katelyn LeClere, for- 
merly of the Attorney 
General's Office. She 
instructed students on their 
rights and responsibilities 
with regard to their online 
behavior. The school has also 
developed a community part- 
nership with The Academy of 
Traditional Karate in 
Wilmington, which will be 
visiting physical education 
classes in the coming weeks 
to provide students with 
strategies to assist them if 
they are being bullied or if 
they are a bystander to bully- 


ing. 

“We take the issue extreme- 
ly seriously, as we want all 
students to feel safe in school 
and to have a sense of belong- 
ing at their school,” 
McMenimen said. To that 
end she has also required 
staff to participate in a Team 
Building exercise that provid- 


guardians asking them to 
monitor Facebook pages and 
other computer networking 


avenues and also to talk to 
their children about the issue 
of cyberbullying. 

Being a victim of cyberbul- 
lying is an embarrassing and 
traumatic experience for a 
child. The school depart- 
ment is asking for the com- 
munity to unite behind the 
effort to end cyberbullying by 
taking the time to educate 
and protect your child. Every 
child in town is a potential 
victim and potential pare.

The Reverse 911 system uti- 
lizes 12 business lines, which 
is reduced during a busy 
office day for other police 
work (faxes, business calls, 
and so forth).

Price is accused of 
manslaughter and has a 
lengthy criminal record 
including armed robbery, 
assault with a dangerous 
weapon, and assault and bat- 
tery on a police officer. 
Nothing in his criminal histo- 
ry involved sex crimes or 


Boston on 8/11/09 on charges 
for Manslaughter, Assault 
and Battery with a Deadly 
Weapon, A&B on a Public 
Employee, and Shoplifting 
charges. He is due back in 
court on May 26. He is 
accused of killing Michael 
Hansbury, 41, of Mattapan, in 
a 2007 fight that left the vic- 
tim with deadly head wounds 
after falling on a curb. Price 
‘was 14 years old at the time. 


Police describe Price as 5- 
feet, 10-inches tall, weighing 
about 200 pounds with black 
hair and brown eyes. 

Price arrived at the 
Centerpoint facility at 
‘Tewksbury State Hospital last 
Wednesday and Monday 
evening was his first opportu- 
nity to have outside privileges 
said police. Centerpoint is a 
secure adolescent male men- 
tal health treatment facility 
funded by the Department of 
Mental Health. Tewksbury 
State Hospital is a state- 
owned facility that treats 
mental illness and substance 
abuse within the Department 
of Public Health. Reportedly, 
Price was undergoing a psy- 
chiatric evaluation at the 
facility. 


Multiple calls to the 
Department of Public Health 
were not returned Tuesday.

“Certification” Status 


WILMINGTON - On May 6, 
2010, the Wilmington Police 
Department was the 40th 
Police Department in the 
state to receive state 
Certification from the 
Massachusetts 
Accreditation Commi: 

Certification is 
ed evaluation process by 
which police departments 
strive to meet and maintain 
standards that have been 
established for the profession, 
by the profession. These care- 
fully selected standards 
reflect critical areas of police 
management, operations, and 
technical support activities. 
They cover areas such as pol- 
icy development, emergency 
response planning, training, 
communications, property 
and evidence handling, use of 
force, vehicular pursuit, pris- 
oner transportation and hold- 
ing facilities. The program 
not only sets standards for 
the law enforcement profes- 
sion, but also for the delivery 
of police services to the citi- 
zens of the commonwealth. 

“Achieving Certification 
from the Massachusetts 
Police Accreditation 
Commission is considered a 
very significant accomplish- 
ment, and is a recognition 
that is highly regarded by the 
law enforcement community,” 
said Donna Taylor Mooers, 
the Commission’s Executive 
Director.” 

Under the leadership of 
Chief Michael R. Begonis, the 
Wilmington Police 
Department was assessed on 
March Ist and 2nd 2010 by a 
team of Commission-appoint- 
ed —_ assessors. The 
Assessment Team found the 
Department to be in compli- 
ance with all applicable stan- 
dards for Certification. 

“Going through the process 
initially requires intense self- 
scrutiny, and ultimately pro- 
vides a quality. assurance 
review of the agency,” said 


Movers. To conduct this self- 
assessment and prepare for 
the on-site review of the 155 
standards by the 
Commission, in 2010, Chief 
Begonis appointed Lieutenant 
Brian Pupa to serve as the 
Department’s Accreditation 
Manager. Lieutenant Pupa’s 
job is not done, however, since 
Chief Begonis’ ultimate goal 
for the Wilmington Police 
Department is to achieve the 
Commission's highest award: 
Accreditation. 

Certification has been 
granted for a period of three 
years. Participation in the 
program is strictly voluntary. 

Composition of The 
Commission 

The Commission consists of 
an eleven member Board of 
Directors. Six members are 
appointed by the 
Massachusetts Chiefs of 
Police Association, two by the 
Coalition of Accreditation 
Managers of Massachusetts, 
one by the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association and 
one by the Massachusetts 
Police Association. The 
eleventh member is left for 
the Board to elect; that mem- 
ber must be affiliated with an 
academic institution. 
According to Mooers, “the 
Commission's primary role is 
to establish and administer 
both the standards and the 
assessment process by which 
departments meeting certifi- 
cation standards can be pub- 
licly recognized for their 
achievements.” 

Massachusetts is one of 
twenty-four states that offer 
an accreditation process for 
its police departments. 

Benefits Of Certification 

The standards for certifica- 
tion impact officer and public 
safety, address high liabili- 
ty/risk management issues, 
and promote operational effi- 
ciency throughout the agency. 
The benefits of Certification 
are therefore many and will

“The diverse representation 
from schools and physician 
offices is reflective of how 
asthma management contin-

applications for SBA disaster loans 


Andover - U.S. Small 
Business Administration 
(SBA) officials have heard it 
all when _ it comes to home- 
owners who tell them why 
they aren't going to apply for 
a low-interest disaster loan. 

That's why it is not surpris- 
ing to hear only 1,729 of the 
26,811 registered homeowners

have returned the forms to 
SBA.

Foundation (ALSF) emerged 
from the front yard lemonade 
stand of cancer patient 
Alexandra “Alex” Scott (1996- 
2004). At the age of four, Alex 
announced that she wanted to 
hold a lemonade stand to 
raise money to help find a 
cure for all children with can- 
cer, Alex’s Lemonade Stand 
Foundation is able to sustain 
the mission of Alex Scott to 
raise awareness and funds to 
find a cure for childhood can- 
cer in several different ways.

EPA and Residents Meet to Discuss Rocco’ Clean up 


Sutton Brook Superfund Site 


moving into next phase 


'TEWKSBURY - Residents 
and town officials gathered at 
the Trahan Elementary School 
Monday night to hear a brief 
presentation from the EPA 
about plans for cleaning up the 
former dumpsite on South 
Street. Numerous attendees 

dissatisfaction with 
the pace and plan for the reme- 
diation of the site, and access 
to the site is still a factor. 

Don McElroy, the EPA 
Remedial Project Manager, 
took the floor for little more 
than two hours to talk about the 
Sutton Brook Superfund Site. 
Monday’s informational meet- 
ing was the first public meeting 
with residents since a settle- 
ment was reached in December 
with 49 Potentially Responsible 
Parties to pay for the capping 
of, the landfill and associated 
remediation costs. 

The former Rocco's dump 
began accepting waste in 1957 
through 1988. Between 2000 and 
2002 highly contaminated

ground. 

The remedy, which is part of 
the settlement, will include 
excavation of contaminated soil 
and sediment that exceed site- 
specific levels, consolidating 
the materials into the landfill 
(versus trucking that material 
off-site), construction of an 
impermeable cap over the land- 
fill to prevent storm water 
leaching through the waste, 
groundwater interception and 
treatment, monitoring the nat- 
ural attenuation of groundwa- 
ter, monitoring and mainte- 
nance, and instruction controls. 

The precise design of the rem- 
edy is not yet determined, but 
will be devised by the PRPs 
and will require of the 
EPA and Mass DEP of the 
design documents. McElroy 
will oversee the construction 
and site work as part of his 
position with the EPA. 

McElroy told residents he 
anticipates the remedial design 
will take two years, followed by 
groundwater and air monitor- 
ing around the site. Action on 
the design should finally begin 
in 2013, 

In order to remediate the site, 
truck traffic could increase sig- 
nificantly on South Street and 
other local access roads. 
Numerous residents questioned 
whether the road infrastruc- 


ramp for the sole purpose of 
facilitating the truck traffic 
and isolating it away from resi- 
dences. 

“I’m really concerned about 
all these trucks going back and 
forth,” said former Board of 
Selectmen chair Jerry Selissen. 
“We've just invested a ton of 
money in our infrastructure.” 

“The EPA has said all along if 
there is another way to access 
the site other than South Street, 
the great,” said McElroy 
adding that “there is no reason 
to delay clean-up to align with 
any delays” from the I-93 
Lowell Junction 
project. He added that the 
PRPs are obligated to con- 
struct a remedy and eager for 


1-93 access. 

Another concern raised by 
residents included the use of 
“recycled” soils. These soils 
may contain low levels of cont- 
amination and there was some 
concern raised about dust from 
those trucks getting into the 
community as they roll through 
town. 

‘Additional meetings will be 
scheduled in the future to con- 
tinue to discuss issues of access 
to the site, traffic, end use, cap- 
ping, and more. While the pub- 
lic comment period has official- 
ly ended, residents can still talk 
to their local town officials as 
well as the EPA about concerns 
relative to the remedy. 

Judy Fittery, the founder of 
‘Toxic, attended Monday's meet- 
ing and told the Crier “nothing 
surprises me tonight as far as 
length of time. We were told 
that South Street would be a 
lengthy process.” 

Fittery was surprised that 
contaminated soil would be 
kept on the site and moved to 
an area that will eventually be 
capped. Fittery would prefer to 
“get as much of it off the site as 
possible.” 

Overall Fittery was glad to 
have the meeting, one step clos- 
er to cleaning up the dump, an 
effort she spearheaded and

Michelle Walsh of ECO, 
EnvironmentalCitizens.org, 
told the Crier, “I was very 
impressed with the people from 
public offices who were here 
tonight.

the last three years that I've 
been on the board,” said 
Cimaglia after switching 
seats with Newhouse. “We've 
been fortunate to have you as 
chairman of the board.”

Harris named 
MASCAC Coach 


of the Year

Salem State college soft- 
ball coach Leanne Harris 
certainly knows what it is 
like to be around a winning 
team. After all, the 1996 
graduate of Wilmington 
High and member of the 
school’s Hall of Fame, was 
part of two state champi- 
onship softball teams in 
1993 and 1994 for the 
Wildcats before moving on 
to a brilliant career at 
Salem State College where 
among her accomplish- 
ments, she was named to 
the All-America team in 
1999 and eventually voted 
into that school’s Hall of 
Fame as well, in 2006, the 
same year she was inducted 

into Wilmington’s Hall. 

But not all great players 
make great. coaches. In 
fact, sometimes the best 
players struggle as coaches. 
Harris, however, has cer- 
tainly bucked that trend 
since taking over the 
Vikings. After taking over a 
team that won just six 
games the year before her 
arrival, Harris has gradual- 
ly helped to rebuild the 
‘Salem State program, lead- 
ing the team to 18 wind in 
‘her second season, 20 in her 
third season, and this year 
reaching the top as regular 
seasomrMASCAC co-champi- 
ons and post season tourna- 
ment champions as the 
Vikings currently hold a 
record of 33-8-1 as they pre- 
pare for their first round 
NCAA tournament game 
this weekend against the 
Coast Guard. 

For her efforts this season, 
Harris was recently voted 
MASCAC Coach of the Year 
by her coaching peers in the 
league. 
Harris and the Vikings 
earned the MASCAC post 
season title with two clutch 
wins over top seeded 
Westfield State on Sunday 
after working their way 
through the loser’s bracket 
of the tournament after los- 
ing a game early in the 
tournament. 


The Vikings had to win 
both games on Sunday and 
they did it by scores of 5-1 
and 6-2 to clinch their first 
ever MASCAC title and first 
ever berth in the NCAA 
tournament. It was an 
exciting weekend of wins for 
Harris and her squad, par- 
ticularly against a Westfield 
squad that had beaten the 
Vikings three times during 
the season. 
“Especially after coming 
the loser’s bracket 
we knew it would be tough,” 


of folded near the end of our 
games against them earlier 
in the year so we felt like if 
we played better we could 
hang on to beat them.” 

While the Vikings may 
have surprised Westfield 
State this weekend, they did 
not surprise Harris with the 
way they played throughout 
the year. While it would 
have been hard to predict 
an NCAA tournament berth, 
Harris had a good feeling 
about her team almost right 
from the start. 

“When we came home 
from Florida with an 8-1-1 
record I felt like we had a 
chance to have a good sea- 
son,” Harris said. “Then we 
swept Worcester State who 
was undefeated at that time 
and I really started to feel 
like we could do be one of 
the top one or two teams in 
the league. 

Thanks to the efforts of 
players like pitcher Katelyn 
Fanning, who went 21-5 this 
season, along with fresh- 
man designated player 
Sarah Brown who won the 
MASCAC Rookie of the Year, 
the Vikings fulfilled that 
promise by putting together 
a great season. 

Harris’ selection as Coach 
of the Year came as a sur- 

ise to her, but it was an 

nor she gratefully accept- 
ed. 


“I did not expect it all,” 
Harris said. “I am new to 
the league, being there just 
four years, and a lot of the 
Salem State softball does 
not get a lot of respect, 
especially with the way the 
program was four years 
ago, but now to have it back 
where it is, is very nice. It 
is a big award not only for 
me, but for the program and 
for the school.” 

According to Salem State 
Athletic Director Tim Shea, 
Harris is a big reason for 
the new found respect for 
Salem State softball. Harris 
has earned that respect 
with her superior coaching 
ability, and she has put in 
the work necessary to 
become an even better 
coach. 

“The biggest difference 
she has brought to us is that 
she is more qualified than 
some coaches we have had 
in the past,” Shea said. 
“She has a better softball 
background and played the 
game at a high level.

A look 
back at the 
‘61 and 


‘62 teams 


Young athletes in 
Wilmington in the early 
1960's were speed 
skaters, football players, 
or very good baseball 
pitchers- sometimes not 
necessarily in that order. 
It wasn’t all that unusual 
for a speed skater to 
hang up the skates when 
that spring thaw came 
over Silver Lake and 
move directly to the 
baseball diamond. Kevin 
Field, Joe Gilligan and 
Jay Tighe all made 
major contributions to 
Wilmington sports, with 
the men teaming up to 
talk a little history at a 
recent meeting of the 
‘Wilmington Old Sports.’ 
A teammate knows. who 
should lead-off this tale 
of Wilmington baseball's 
bye-gone years. “Kevin 
Field was a funny guy 
and a great teammate,” 
offers Rick Froton, a 
pitcher with Field on the 
Lowell Suburban League 
Championship teams of 
1961 and 1962. “He always 
had some stories to tell 
and was a heck of a 
pitcher.” Good enough 
Rick. Kevin bats leadoff 
for this column. 

“My first encounter 
with high school sports 
began in the spring of 
1960 when I tried out for 
the Wilmington High 
School baseball team. It 
was there that I was 
introduced to coach Joe 
Gilligan, I played for 
coach Gilligan for three 
years, winning Lowell 
Suburban 
Championships, playing 
in the State Playoffs and 
the State Finals in June 
of 1962 at Boston College. 
At a young age, I got 
some excellent coaching 
from John Ritchie, my 
Little League coach, who 
would later be my foot- 
ball coach at Wilmington 
High School.” 

“ft was lucky to meet 
coach Gilligan when I 
was very young, when he 
was a recreation supervi- 
sor in Wilmington. I 
remember vividly play- 
ing tennis, baseball and 
all sorts of games that he 
would invent to keep all 
the kids occupied and 
happy. Later in my life he 
would become my high 
school science teacher 
and baseball coach.” 

“Coach Gilligan would 
teach me much more 
than baseball. His mild, 
controlled nature taught 
me discipline, while his 
sense of humor helped 
me to endure mistakes 
and defeat. Joe’s coach- 
ing philosophy helped me 
to become a winner in 
sports and in life. Most 
importantly, his friend- 
ship over nearly 50 years 
means more to me than 
anyone could ever imag- 
ine. Although sports has 
drastically changed since 
the 1960’s, with better 
equipment, more organi- 
zation, better condition- 
ing and the advancing of 
women’s athletics, I hope 
one thing never changes- 
coaches who do not just 
want to win-but who sin- 
cerely care about ath- 
letes as people with indi- 
vidual needs.” 

Gilligan remembers 
when baseball players 
did the very best they 
could given the fiscal and

field restrictions of the 
day. No one complained 
about ruts or divots in 
the infield- and a long 
walk worked just as well 
as a car ride when a 
practice was called on 
that first field that 
became available. Kids 
back then made, it all 
work so well- with the 
leadership supplied by 
their coach. 


“Baseball practices 
were on the Town 
Common,” remembers 
Gilligan. “Home plate 


was in the corner oppo- 
site School Street. At 
times we practiced at the 
Town Park and traveled 
by any means possible, 
generally by foot. We 
wore the same uniforms 
throughout my tenure, 
had the same coach for 
all sports (Harold 
Driscoll) back when I 
played, used the same 
glove-which we left on 
the field for the other 
team when the inning 
ended- and used wooden 
bats with no helmets.” 

“In 1947 my high school 
baseball team at 
Wilmington won the 
Lowell Suburban League 
Championship. I think 
that we went undefeated 
that season, but I could 
be mistaken. What I do 
recall is that the 
Wilmington Rotary Club 
invited the team to its 
luncheon and we were 
presented with jackets. 
We must have been very 
good. The general reward 
for participating in ath- 
letics back then was a 
chenille blue letter to be 
sewn on the apparel of 
your choosing. I think 
that I still have one- the 
letter, not the apparel. 
The exception to this rule 
was the 1946 football 
team (Class of 1947) that 
was presented with 
sweaters emblazoned 
with a white ‘W’ 

One of the biggest 
boosters of Wilmington 
baseball- and Wilmington 
High School sports in 
general- has been Jay 
Tighe. He offered some 
insights into the very 
beginnings of baseball 
tradition in Wilmington. 
The fields were made 
playable by the hard 
work of volunteers and 
the idea that the game 
itself was good enough. 
Tighe was around when 
there were ball fields 
where there was tall 
grass and the potential 
for planting some corn at 
a later date. 

“I moved to Wilmington 
in 1940 at the age of 7,” 
says Tighe. “I worked at 
Schirappa’s vegetable 
farm, that is still there, 
but is not a working 
farm. During the second 
World War Sam Ethier, 
Joe Mooney and George 
Thompson formed the 
Wilmington Booster 
Baseball League. There 
were teams from North 
Wilmington, Silver Lake, 
South Wilmington and 
West Wilmington. Most of 
the games were played 
on the Town Common and 
Thompson’s Grove (St 
Dorothy’s Church). At 
the same time there was 
a Jewish bakery run by 
Harry Sheaffer- where 
there was also a ball 
field. Harry took the 
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1961 Lowell Suburban League Champs

players from the Booster 
League and brought in 
other towns to play us.” 
“I remember that in 
1953 the Wilmington High 
School baseball team lost 
its first two games and 
then won 12 in a row to 
win the Lowell Suburban 
League Championship. 
That team was led by 
Jerry Melzar (third- 
base), Dave Newhouse 
(centerfield) and Albert 
Ethier was the pitcher. 
The games were all 
played at the Town Park. 
Some of the great 
Wilmington baseball 
players after World War 
II were Joe Woods, Leo 
O'Connell, George 
Shepard, Hank Stewart, 
Joe Gilligan, John 
Ritchie, Bucky Backman 
and Bob Butters. All the 
games were played at 
Town Park.” 

“The Wilmington 
Intercity League, under 
the direction of Bob 
Hastings and later 
myself, fielded some 
exceptional teams that 
won two championships. 
Games were played at 
the new high school field 
and some of the outstand- 
ing players were Jim 
Melzar, Peter Emery, 
Jim Gillis and Mike 
Farrell. As outstanding 
as these players were, 
pitching was always the 
key in Wilmington win- 
ning.

Former Rams Softball 
coach will be remembered

T've been around a lot of Hall 
of Fame coaches. There's 
been so many terrific ones 
from both Wilmington and 
Tewksbury. In terms of wins, 
losses and championships, 
there was no one better than 
Ed “Buddy” Henry, who 
coached at Shawsheen Tech 
for several years after being 
one of the best coaches this 
country has ever seen with a 
tremendous career at Bishop 
Fenwick. 

Earlier this month, Henry, 
61, passed away at his 
Hamilton, Mass. home after a 
lengthy illness. 

Henry was a fascinating guy 
- extremely funny, very gen- 
uine and just a down to earth, 
great human being to be 
around. He taught you so 
many things in life, without 
him even knowing he was 
doing it. He was very smart - 
he’d come up with stuff you 
never knew existed. During 
interviews, he would poke fun 
of himself or make a joke, but 
more importantly would make 
every reporter, every umpire, 
opposing coach or player feel 
comfortable, feel important 
and feel like a member of his 
own team and his own family. 

On the softball field, he was 
gifted - give this man a soft- 
ball and nine girls who would 
put on a uniform, and he'd 
turn that team into a state 
championship contender over 
night. Yes he was that good. 

Henry léd the Bishop 
Fenwick Crusaders Girls 
Softball team to an unprece- 
dented seven consecutive 
Division 1 state softball cham- 
pionships from 1990-96 and a 
national record 42 straight 
post-season victories. During 
his 15 years as the head coach 
at Bishop Fenwick (1983-97), 
Henry's teams won eight state 
titles, including a Division 2 
crown in 1985. His Fenwick 
teams had an_ incredible 
record of 332-26 for a stagger- 
ing .927 winning percentage. 

In state tournament play, the 
domination continued as his 
Fenwick teams combined for 
a record of 62-7 in 15 years, 
making it to the sectional final 
13 times, winning 11 of those 
contests and captured all 
eight state title contests. 

Henry was a huge influence 
‘on some of the great softball 
coaches today - Paul Lyman, 
Wilmington’s Hall of Fame 
coach who is now guiding the 
same Crusaders team, is one 
of them. 

Lyman visited Henry's home 
in Hamilton before Henry’s 
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daughters would be with 


for eight hours on a Saturday. 
That's how long practice 
would be, but he'd break it up 
with breakfast or lunch and do 
all kinds of stuff. My daugh- 
ters enjoyed being around 
him, and so did the other 
kids." 

Fenwick’s football coach 
Dave Woods, is another top 
notch gentleman and a talent- 
ed guy on the sidelines. He 
was asked by the Salem 
Evening News about the 
thoughts and memories he 
had with Henry. 

"You look at all the things he 
did as a coach, all those titles, 
and you say 'How did he do 
it?’ It's unbelievable. But he 
had that special gift that very 
few coaches have. He wasn't 
just a legendary coach on the 
North Shore," added Woods. "I 
would extend the legendary 
status to the state of 
Massachusetts — and proba- 
bly the whole country. He was 
in Sports Illastrated after 
Fenwick won (its fifth state 
title). He had a reputation; 
people all over knew about 
him. He put Bishop Fenwick 
softball on the map and was 
far ahead of everybody else 
with the way he did it." 7 

Henry left Fenwick as both a 
social studies teacher and 
softball coach after the 1997 
school season. He became a 
teacher at Shawsheen Tech 
and later became the pro- 
gram’s new softball coach’ 
There the program took off < 
behind pitchers like Flo 
Arsenault and Jenn Elwell; 
the Rams reached the section- 
al finals several times and the 
Eastern Mass final once 
under Henry. In May of 2002, 
he won his 400th game as a a 
head softball coach, and 
throughout his career he was 
inducted into both the Bishop 
Fenwick Hall of Fame as well 
as the Massachusetts Softball 
Coaches Hall of Fame. 

"He was tremendously inno- 
vative," said Lyman. "He was 
the first one to really concen- 
trate on the slap game around 
here, and he had all kinds of 
trick plays that he would use. 
He was by far the best softball 
coach you ever saw. He'd play 
teams from the South section- 
al (in the state tournament) 
who were supposed to be bet- 
ter, and Buddy would find a 
way to outfox them or outma- 
neuver them." 

Once asked about his leg- 
endary status during his seven 
straight state championship 
titles, Henry told the Evening 
News, "I have so many memo- 
ries (at Bishop Fenwick) I 
couldn't even begin to tell you 
what some of my favorites 
are. As I said to one of my best 
friends (former hockey coach 
Bo Tierney), you don't coach 
for the headlines and the tro: 
phies; the headlines get yel: 
lowed and the trophies gather 
dust, You do it for the memo- 
Ties and the friendships. And 
I've got a satchel full of 
them." 

Ed Henry was the greatest 
high school coach I’ve ever 
come across with. He was a 
friend, who I also really 
enjoyed getting to know 
whether it be on the softball 
field, down at the 99 
Restaurant, at a Red Sox 
Game or around town. I will 
miss him dearly, but just wish 
I knew about his passing earli+ 
er so I could have paid my 
respects to him and his family: 
Here's hoping his loved ones 
get to see this and understand 
how much I treasured his 
friendship.

tionships. The special effects are spectacular. 


“IRON MAN 2” 
GRADE; *** 


"Iron Man," dominated 
by Robert Downey Jr's 
playful performance, was 
such a surprise as a super- 
hero movie that many had 
high hopes that “Iron Man 
2" would break from the 
norm and be a super sequel. 

"Iron Man 2" is as good 
as the 2008 original and may 
be even better. Its story 
flows more consistently (the 
original lost momentum 
after Tony Stark (Downey) 
escaped from the cave in 
Afghanistan, and the finale, 
was clunky. The sequel's 
ending is a much more sat- 
isfying adrenaline rush. 

Like "Spider-Man 2," this 
sequel delves more deeply 
into the main character's 
psyche and pushes his per- 
sonal story forward while 
muddying up relationships 
with his closest friends. 

"Iron Man" ended with 
Stark deciding to ditch the 
whole secret identity thing 
and tell the world, "I am 
Iron Man." The sequel deals 
with the consequences of 
being a celebrity superhero. 
Stark remains brash in pub- 
lic. "have, Bt. 
vatized world peace," he 
says at a Senate hearing 
where the government 
demands he turn over the 
"Iron Man weapon" to the 
military. 

Privately, Stark wrestles 
with the reality that the 
Tron Man suit is killing him. 


The tiny reactor in his chest 
that keeps his heart from 
failing is also poisoning his 
blood. He goes into a 
depression, and his erratic 
and drunken behavior 
drives away his loyal assis- 
tant, Pepper Potts 
(Gwyneth Paltrow), and Air 
Force buddy Jim Rhodes 
(Don Cheadle, replacing 
‘Terrence Howard). 

‘Take Tony Stark's poten- 
tial self-destruction at the 
story's core, add two vil- 
lains, and "Iron Man 2" is 
stuffed to its transistors 
with characters, subplots 
and personal ares (in addi- 
tion to everything else, 
Stark deals with issues 
involving his father). 

But director Jon Favreau 
keeps the story's many ele- 
ments in balance. "Iron 
Man 2" introduces two 
adversaries, one for Tony 
Stark and the other for Iron 
Man. Stark's nemesis is 
Justin Hammer (Sam 
Rockwell, sleazy yet capti- 
vating), a rival arms manu- 
facturer who envies Stark's 
charm and adulation. Iron 
Man's villain is a more typ- 
ical comic book bad guy, 
Ivan Vanko (Mickey 
Rourke), AKA, Whiplash, a 
heavily tattooed Russian 
physicist who believes 
Stark's father stole the arc 
reactor idea from his father. 

Favreau knows the char- 
acters and performers made 
the first film a hit and 
allows that to continue. Tony 


Stark Enterprises, which 
allows Paltrow to step up 
her integrity and determi- 


nation. It also allows 
Johansson to become 
Stark's new assistant. 


Tony Stark never com- 
pletely reforms. Part of him 
remains the spoiled, play- 
boy industrialist - the bad 
boy of superheroes - that 
made Downey the ideal 
Tony Stark. Equally credi- 
ble as a charmer or a 
manic-depressive, Downey's 
Stark still serves as a 
refreshing alternative to the 
other big screen super- 
heroes, the middle ground 
between noble Peter Parker 
and brooding Bruce Wayne. 
The special effects are spec- 
tacular, but Downey is the 
reason Iron Man keeps tick- 
ing.

Saint Rose (37), Pace (11) 
and Assumption (4) rounded 
out the remainder of the field. 

Barrett captured the shot 
put and set a NE-10 record 
with a throw of 49 feet, 11.0 
inches, besting the previous 
mark of 48" 1,5” set by UMass 
Lowell hall of famer Heather 
Oldham in 2003, 

Cunningham captured the 
400 meter dash with a time of 
56.35 seconds, which meets 
the NCAA provision and set a 
NE-10 record. The result best- 
ed the previous mark of 


1:02.64, set by former UMass 


Lowell standout Jill 
Thibodeau, achieved in 2004. 

The River Hawks were 
missing a handful of athletes 
due to injury and sickness, 
particularly junior Lauren 
Raimondi (East Longmeadow, 
MA), who captured the 100 
meter hurdles, high jump and 
ran a leg on the winning 4X400 
meter relay team last year. 

Also missing was junior 
Patricia Brice (Chelmsford, 
MA), who won the 400 meter 
dash and 4X400 relay in 2009; 
and junior middle distance 
standout Lyra Clark (Nashua, 
NH). 

Nevertheless, UMass 
Lowell enjoyed a handful of 
stellar results on the day. 
Sophomore Nicole Giaquinto 
(Winthrop, MA) competed in 
four events, highlighting with 
the 200 meter dash in which 
she placed second in 25,35 sec- 
onds, Cunningham took third 
in 25.60. 

Giaquinto was also the run- 
ner-up in the 400 meter dash 
(57.59) and ran a leg on the 
River Hawks’ 4X100 meter 
relay team, which placed sec- 
ond in 47,42 seconds. Joining 
her were seniors Sharikka 
Finley-Moise (Lexington, MA) 
and Katrina Lutkus (Lowell, 
MA) and sophomore Ashley 
Zielinski (Manchester, NH). 

Lutkus, Finley-Moise and 
Zielinski placed third through 
fifth in the100 meter dash: 
Latkus in 12.60, Finley-Moise 
in 12.61 and Zielinski in 12.62.
